In 
green fatigues and sky-blue 
helmets, the men carry out the 
ceremony meticulously, as though 
they were atationed outside the 
Roydl Palace in Stockholm, 
rather than at a half-forgotten 
post that is soon likely to he aban- 
doned to the sand. 

Tt takes the two tall, blond 
soldiers from Sweden's army, 
which ling not fought for 180 years, 
a full five minutes to go through 
the rouline. Each onc fixes a 
bayonct and inserts an empty 
magazine inte his rifle. (The UN 
men guard without bullets in thelr 
guns, but carry a full magazine 
which may de used only asa “last 
regori."'} Finally, afler every 
detail of the routine has been 
carried out, the men announce to 
cach other that they are changing 
Buard. 

After a month of watching this 
performance in the desert, 
carried out regularly every two 
hours, with only the stars aa 
witness during the night, Iam still 
fascluated.

This is 
because the Via Maris route, used 
in the past by travellers and ar- 
mies, has always becn a source of 
income for the Beduin, as camp 
followers, occasional labourers, 
traders, smugglers and 80 on. 

About a century ago, when the 
Turks built the railway through 
the degert, they had to build a sta- 
tion every 20 km. or go for the 
small, wood-fuclied engines. Zach 
station was manned by a Beduin 
family or two, and the buildings 
and services naturally attracted 
others, so that soon many tribes 
were living along the railway line, 
aa they atill are today. 

Now, the sleepers from the 
abandoned line serve the Finns 
and Swedes of UNEF as ideal 
building materials for sauna 
baths. The Finns have built no less 
than 17 of them and the Swedes 
rather leas. They are fired with 
wood that the soldiers gather in 
the desert, mostly old building 
materials or ammunition crates, 

The Swedish soldiers I met were 
mainly "snowflakes," new com- 
ers who had not yct had the time 
to get sunburned. 

They sign up for six-month 


stints, and they do it for the 
money. Pay ranges from $1,000 
to $2,000 a month, and quite a 
few stay for a year or 18 months or 
longer. While the officers are 
usually regular army men, the 
other ranks are almoat all 
volunteers. Besides the pay and 
the advantage of a sunny winter 
away from home, they are 


guaranteed their old joba when 
they got back. 

The Swedes have a hard time 
conversing with the Beduin, and 
often asked us to interpret for 
them. Thongh they are issued with 
‘printed material to teach them 
useful phrases In Arabic, these in- 
elude the rather incongruous 
“Come down from the tree," hard- 
ly a uscful phrase in the desert. 

So there are misunderstand- 
Ings. One officer, for instance, 
was convinced that a Beduin was 
trying to toll him he was stateless, 
whon he said “mafish batrich." 
We explained that it wags not a 
patria the Beduin lacked, but a 
battery. : 


IN FACT, the desert is the pairia 
of the Beduin, and’ perhaps leav- 
Ing Sinai fo them would be the beat 
solution for the controversial 
peninsula. They certainly weuld 
not make the desert bloom — in- 
deed, when one sees their sheep 
and goata eating away every plant 
that docs manage to grow, one 
realizes that the Beduin is not only 
the son of the desert, but the 
father too. 

Where the Beduin gocs he 


makes a desert, and only stubborn 
nature is strong enough to reclaim 
some of the lost ground, producing 
new plants wherever a drop of 
water makes life possible, 

1 was ftascinated to find 
tomatoes growing at a cesspool, 
where the sewage from an army 
camp Is collected in a small 
depression. A biologist in our 
group eatimated that the tomatoes 
could have taken root only 1 the 
seeds were brought there from a 
nearby camp by birds, or in the 
human excrement that flowed 
from the camp to the pool. 

It was a safe month in Sinal for 
us. "ΤΗΣ safest place in Isracal," 
one of the reservists mused, ‘no 
traffle accidents, no murder, no 
violenee, no pollution.” - 

However, the many monuments 
to the men who gave their lives in 
Sinal are a constant reminder that 
it was not always so, and that 
danger lurks behind every peace 
move. Some of the monuments 
are very simple, made from parts 
of broken vehicles or guna, with 
hand-painted tnscriptiona in 
honour of the fallen. They are my 
most poignant memories of that

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THE YOUNG radio reporter had 
been trying for several minutes to 
ask the new commanding of- 
ficer of the Northern District a 
question. No matter how hard he 
tried to gain the genera!'s atten- 
tion, he failed.

The goneral was Raful, and the 
incident was symptomatic of two 
things: Raful’s total disdain for 
the press, and his terse style. He is 
a soldter’s soldier, who ia 
probably as surprised as those 
around him that on April 16, he 
will become Israel's 11th chief of 
staff. 

Countless stories are told about 
Raful, most of them, centring in 
his legendary heroism. A few are 
leas complimentary — snide 
asides about his lack of formal 
education and his love for the sim- 
ple things of life. But all of them 
are told with respect. There are 
few people who don't respect Kaful.

THE ANONYMOUS sub-editor 
contributes a great deal to the per- 
sonality of a paper, often by put- 
ting his stifled creativity Into the 
headlines. This results in such 
memorable examples as the News 
of the World’s immortal “Chicken 
Sexer With Two False Legs Ac- 
cused of Bigamy" and the equally 
surrealistic ‘‘Nude Had 
Cornflakes Box on Head." 

Understatement is often very 
effective; the Liverpool Daily 
Post once used litotes (look it up) 
to startling effect when it slugged 
“Bootle Labourer's Strange Con- 
duct" on the story of a local man 
who'd hatcheted his wife and 
chlidren to death. 

Any British sub-editor worth his 
salt reflects the national preoc- 
cupation with lunar influences 
(the Germans are obsessed with 
the weather); the Manchester 
Evening News once ran a story 
about a bicycle being stolen in 


Cheadle under the headline, 


“Moon Manlac Sought.” 
Alliteration is much admired in 
some quarters. Perhaps the finest 
three-decker ever concocted 
appeared in the Australian Truth, 
which managed to work doton the 
type sizes and yet produce a 
crescendo effect: ‘‘Horrtble 
Higgins,"’ it screamed, then, in ex- 
planation, ‘‘Diabolical Doings 


With His Daughter," and finally, . 


in modest 14 point, ‘‘Diminutive 
Damse! Defiled and Debauched.” 
Some manage much more 
economically. The Sunday Pic- 
fortal once had dark misgivings 
about a heavyweight fight 
between Bruce Woodcock and 
Detroit's horizontal Lee Oma and 
proclaimed them to the world, 
“Oma? Coma? Aroma!" Even 
briefer was the Highth Army 
News headlinc about the execu- 
tion .of Muscle-ini, Italy's 
stronginan, “Benito Finito."’ 


I HAVE ALWAYS collected odd 
newspaper facts. Italy's Corriere 
della Sera (Evening Courter), for 
example, is a morning paper. 
Peking's Jen-min Jih-pao was 
once complimented by Mao for 
running a page one story on cab- 
bage. Another official bulletin is 
the Cuban Granma; controlled by 
Fidel, it should more accurately 
bo called Big Brother.

The day The Post was bombed 


The bombing of The Palestine Post on the night of February 1, 1948, marked the turning-point in relations between the 
Yishuv and the British authorities and a change in the Hagana’s defence tactics in Jerusalem, writes ALEXANDER ZVIELLI. 


THE MORNING of February 1, 
1948, began ominously. The 
previous night, Jewish Jerusalem 
again suffered cngualtics. And Jon 
Kimche, London correspondent of 
The Palestine Post, had cabled his 
exclusive scoop that ‘according 
to an authoritative source close to 
Foreign Secretary Bevin," 
neither Transjordan nor any other, 
Arab state would intervene in 
Palestine cither before or after 
the British withdrawal. 

No one in Jewish Palestine took 
this statement at its face value. 
Everyone realized that it was in 
fact a veiled refusal of the re- 
quest, submitted by Moshe Sher- 
tok (Sharett) to the United 
Nations, for a Jewish militia to 
protect the future Jewlsh State. 
This request had received the un- 
animous approval of the UN Con- 
cillation Commission, but Britain 
immediately began to undermine 
it by feeding the interested parties 
all kinds of false promises and 
assurances. 

The sinister implication in 
Britain's bland assurance of non- 
Interventign by the Arabs waa 
that the Jews of Palestine were 
being refused the possibility of 
properly organized, open self- 
defence. This would have tragic 
consequences for the 600,000 souls 
who made up the Yishuv, while 
the Arab population would con- 
tinue to receive the full support of 
both Britain and the Arab states. 

From the early hours of the 
morning of February 1, the 
Palestine Broadcasting Service 
continued to quote Sir Alexander 
Cadogan's statement at the UN 
that His Majesty’s Government 
would not permit the formation of 
any Jewish or Arab police forces 
within Palestine prior to the ter- 
mination of the Mandate. H.M.G. 
claimed sole responsibility for the 
maintenance of law and order. 
But thore was. no proof that it 
could uphold the claim in prac- 
tice. Bven while ho was speaking, 
the’ Jewish quarter of Rehavia 
was being subjected to incossant

THE TROUBLE was that the 
British police, inatead of being 
helptul, could prove dangerous to 
us, They could arrest us and then 
release us to mobs on the Arab 
side of the city, or even murder 
us. Such things had been known to 
happen. At best, we could be held 
and charged with possession of 
arms and explosives. 

At noon, reinforced by another 
two volunteers and section com- 
mander Ya'acov (who was to fall 
at Notre Dame two months later), 
we jumped over a stone wall and 
ventured in the direction of the 
Arab positions In the Mamilla 
cemetery. There was a plan to 
mine the approaches and Ya'acov 
wanted to check some of the 
details - 

Suddenly there wero prolonged 
bursts of Bren-gun fire from the 
Palaco Hotel (today the. Ministry 
of Industry and Commerce) and 
from roofs close to the U.S. Con- 
gulate General. (The U.S. Conaul 
had just warned that passports 
would be withdrawn from 
American Jews who “identify 
themsolves with armed. groups," 
but ἃ number of former GI's had 
joined the.

All afternoon and evening, 
reports were coming in of 
sporadic battles in varlous parts 
of the country.

THE TIME of the explosion, 
according to the official records, 
was 10.45 p.m., but my watch, 
which had been lying on the 
Mnotype machine behind which I 
had been protected from anything 
worse than shock, had stopped at 
10.50. 

It was the press on the ground 
floor that suffered most, in both 
human and material terms. The 
building had been designed to 
withstand the kind of damage 
caused by the 1929 earthquake, 
and the construction served to 
keep it intact now. Most of the 
damage was caused by blast. 

Haim Farber, at my machine, 
and two other men in the press 
were killed, but we were fortunate 
in having the Hadassah Hospital 
out-patient clinic only a few 
metres away up the street, so the 
injured were able to get im- 


# mediate attention. 


The only treatment I myself , 
required was to have splinters of 
glass washed out of my eyes. But I 
have never smoked a cigarette 
since that night. 

The editorial staff were on the 
floor above, where the damage 
was alight, Ted Lurie, the acting 
editor (Gershon Agronsky was out 
of Jerusalem that night), 
deskmen, reporters and those 
printers who were !n condition to 
work went into immediate action 
to have the paper put out at 
another press. One of the jour- 
nalists had had the presence of 
mind to grab galleys and copy 
before he jumped through a win- 
dow to safety. 


THE OUTSIDE world heard about 
the explosion almost as quickly as 
did people in Bratz Yisrael, and 
from two eyewitnesses, One was 
John Donovan, Jerusatem cor- 
respondent of the National Broad- 
casting Corporation, who himself 
rescued the last man from the in- 
ferno of the press. The other was 
Fitzhugh Turner, of the New 
York Herald Tribune, who, accom- 
panicd by three volunteer British 
constabics, went into the building

WHEN TRAVELLING in Europe, 
l often found that the best eating 
places were not near the grand 
fiotels or elegant residential sec- 
tlons, but in the vicinity of auto- 
mobile repair shops or factories. 

These were often no less expen- 
sive than the restaurants in the 
fancier parts of town, but they did 
exert a far greater effort to please 
their demanding customers. It 
was with this in mind that I decld- 
ed to lunch at Zion's restaurant in 
the Sapir Centre of Jerusalem's 
Givat Shaul industrial arca. The 
Sapir Centre, a four-storey com- 
plex of workshops, is near Ber- 
man's bakery. As you approach 
the building, you can spot one on- 
trance marked “restaurant.” 

Like many such restaurateurs, 
Zion has no kashrut certificate, 
although he serves nothing which 
is patently unkosher. 


TO BEGIN my meal, I decided to 
try the ful, a thick, red-bean mix- 
ture over which had been poured a 
piquant sauce of lemon, garlic and

hot pepper. It was excellent. The 


felafel that accompanied it had 


also been excellent, no doubt, 
when it was prepared earlier in 
the day. 

My companion tried the howmus 
which, while not tinned or packag- 
ed, was rather bland and un- 
interesting. The pitta had also seen 
better days. 

For the main course I chose 
sofrito, a Sephardi preparation of 
meat stewed for many hours with 
oll, water and spices, with a 
vegetable or two thrown in. In this 
cnse the meat came with 
cauliflower, which had firat heen 
fried in batter and then stewed 
with the meat. I found the dish 
very good, although there are no 
doubt many who would consider it 
too olly. 

My companion’s kebab, on the 
other hand, was good but hardly 
special. The salad and chips that 
came with it were acceptable. 

As:one would expect, the 
Turkish coffee was very good. 

The bil! for two, including soft 
drinks, came to IL112. The 
restaurant is open for only

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WITH THE publication of The 
Harvest, the sequel to The 
Seitlers, Meyer Levin declares he 
has completed his major work as 
a novelist. Levin is now 72. More 
than 12 years went into the two big 
volumes which form a single 
literary structure that the author 
calls The Jews. 

Seitlers was described by the 
Chicago Sun-Times as “the War 
and Peace of all the books written 
about Isracl.'’

IIN ANCIENT Greece, Oedipus 
Rex was seen in a vast 
amphitheatre, with actors attired 
to look larger than life, their faces 
hidden behind tragic masks, their 
movements slow and majestic, 
their chanting of the lofty poetry 
reaching an awed audience of 
many thousands that came from 
far-flung islands for the festival.

A SHOW of great historical in- 
terest opencd in Jerusalem this 
week. It displays some long- 
forgotten, rarely-seen early 
graphic work — drawings, 
lithographs and a fine etching — 
by Abel Pann (1883-1963), a 
master illustrator who was one of 
the first teachers at Bezalel, to 
which he was recruited by Boris 
Schatz in 1913. 

'The son of the head of a Latvian 
yeshiva, Pann began his studies in 
Odessa but at 18 enrolled in an 
academy in Paris, where he made 
a good living contributing saucy 
illustrations to humorous jour- 
nals. 

Caught in Paris by the outbreak 
of war, he was unable to return 
here until 1920, when he opened 
the first lithographic workshop in 
Palestine. His colour lithos of 
muscular biblical heroes and 
dusky, musky heroines Icnt a new, 
earthy, and often sexy aspect to il- 
lustrations of the Book; none of 
them was of Ashkenazic 
countenance. 

Pann‘s greatest weakness was 
to ideallze many of his subjects In 
often over-happy, sentimental 
terms: the smiling group of Allied 
soldicra and rag-tag irregulars 
depicted in one otherwisc 
marvellously drawn and detailed 
litho here is typical of this. 
"Pann was also good with 
pastels, then an _ ingratiating 
medium, He tater painted many of 
the young. fighters in the War of 
Independence (in which he lost 
one of his two sons).

Pann's earlicr works are among 
his best and there are fine ex- 
amples here from his Russian and 
Paris periods, as well as the first 
pastel of Nimrod, a Tarzan-like 
archer, which heralded the 
flowering of his very popular 
biblical period. His 1914-15 
propaganda drawings and jithos 
of Prussian soldicrs with shocked 
or dead children and his fine 
etching of refugees (from a 
pogrom?) show parallels in style 
and content with the work of the 
great Kacthe Kollwitz, whom he 
no doubt admired. The etching 
here Is onc of the strongest pieces 
this remarkable figure ever 
produced (Engel Gallery, Shiomzion 
18, Jerusalem).

A SHOW of brilllantiy conceived 
and incredibly well rendered 
stage dcsigns by Italy's PIER 
LUIGI PIZZ1I is a four de force not 
to be missed, though it is open 
onty through this coming Monday 
(it opened cartier last month but ¥ 
did not reccive an invitation). 


Pizzi’s work has been seen not 
onty in Italy's major opera houses 
but also in those of Britain, Ger- 
many, Austria, America and 
Japan; he has been at La Scala 
since 1962.

Pizzi shows a remarkable abili-

If, however, free 
market conditions should make 
rice-eating more costly than 
potato-eating, it seems to me the 
Job of the Histadrut Consumer 
Authority should not be to call for 
government controls or subsidies 
on rice prices, but rather to try to 
re-educate consumers into less ex- 
pensive eating habits. 

Mrs. Katzav expressed concern 
that if sugar is freed from price 
controls, and importers can bring 
in various qualities at various 
prices, the less affluent sectors of 
the population will be eating 
“yellowlsh sugar,"" while white 
sugar will be for the rich. Not 
necessarily so. It seems to me that 
all sectors of the population could 
use cheaper grades of sugar (so 
long as health standards are en- 


; forced to ensure it is clean) for 
1 cooking and baking, and save the 


white stuff for putting In the sugar 
bowl. 


"+I am reminded of a recent 


reader's letter in The Pust which 
suggested we could all improve 
our eating habits by, among other 
-things, cutting down on sugar in- 
take. This might be another 
worthwhile campaign for a con- 


mean replacement of white sugar 
with saccharin: or other artifielal 
sweetener, since I am convinced 
these are even less healthful. Nor 
am I persuaded that commercial 
brown sugar is really much less 
refined than white sugar. I am 
simply talking about a reduced in- 
take of sugar. Honey is probably 
the only really healthful sweeten- 
ing additive, and thia does seem to 
be expensive to produce. 


IF WE'RE TALKING about 
health, it would probably be a 
good’ idea to persuade white-rice 
eaters to go over to brown (‘full’) 
rice, which-is leas polished. It con- 
tains more vitamins and more 
roughage, Today, brown rice is 
sold’ alniost exclusively at special - 
health food:shops, and tends to be 
‘More ‘expensive than polished: 
white rice. Recent price rises will 
probably set the new. consumer 


price of brown rice at about IL14 . 


per kilo. ;
